I am enclosing herewith opinions on all coins now in my possession and 
the coins themselves. 


I particularly would like a picture of the face and back of B-4760 which 
is a Bar Cent. A full picture of the coin is what I wish, rather than a picture of 
it. 



B-3776 1783 Chalmers Shilling Short Worm. I revise cry former opinion from genuine 

to false. The specific gravity at 9.0 is low for silver. The edge is plain 
and is not crudely milled as all genuine pieces are. The weight of 28 grains 
is only about half of the normal weight of these pieces. There is wax casting 
deterioration of the lower serif in the S of SHILLING, on the lower serif of 
the E in ONE, and in the upper part of L in CHAUIERS. These did not result 
from poor striking or damage from wear. I am glad to correct my opinion of 
the coin to that of a very well made electrotype.

B-4032 


1792 Silver Center Cent. 81.6 grains. Sp. gr. 10.18. This piece is not 
made with a plug in a holed planchet but is one solid piece. It is composed 

of about 837. silver instead of a copper piece with a small silver 

plug. It is plated with thin surfaces of both_ gold and copper to produce 
a proper color. It has no voids or core in the interior. It has vertical 
milling. The trench around the "plug" area on the reverse is identical to 
the characteristic of a piece from which other electros have been made. 

This is a superb copy in the wrong material. The 7 in the date is weak. 
False. (See election microprobe report). 

1795 U.S. Half Cent with very weak 5 in date. Wt. 121.3 grains. Sp. gr. 8.9. 
Cohen. 5-B. Thick planchet. Plain edge. It is a 6 grains heavier than 
the average of pieces noted by Cohen. Its edge is bright from handling while 
the faces are dark and normal. It has a proper ring. Although & suspect it 

is genuine in my opinion. (See election microprobe report). ^ 


A-4522 1776 Continental Dollar Wt. 16.0704 grams. Sp. gr. 7.4. EG Fecit. Very black. 

Back is very weak. Plain edge. False. 

C-0246 1776 Continental Dollar Wt 14.9656 grams. 1-C, Sp. gr. 7.4. Proper color. 

Strong edge. Good die break. Dark within links. Reverse is offset 45° 
clockwise if turned on vertical axis. Genuine.

179? U.S. Cent. Too worn to determine the date or variety. Possibly S. 189. 
Genuine 

Well worn 1787 Fugio Cent with diagonally applied mirled edge. Edge applied 
long after striking and shows no wear. or abuse as coin faces do. Altered 
coin. False edge. 

1874 Trade Dollar. The area under DOLIAR is rough from overheating during 
striking. The field has a proof surface but the devices do not seem to 
have it. The coin is genuine. Whether it is a proof is too controversial. 

1799 U.S. Dollar Bollender 12b. The edge planchet defect opposite the lower 
left star is natural (possibly caused by a piece of ash). The edge lettering 
is weak and doubled in part. The coin is genuine. 

1776 Continental Dollar. Weight 267.5 grains. ■ p. gr_ ,_ 4 Ju The surface 
color is much brighter than normal pieces. The edj e has the leal design, 
but it is too broken up. The reverse is 30 degrees offset clockwise if the 
coin is turned on a vertical axis. The specif! I city should be over 7 

as the piece should be primarily tin. False. (Please recheck specific 
gravity as it was not measured by ANACS). 

New England 3d. Holed. Raised diagonal bar on NE side near bottom. 10.25 
Sp. gr. This coin was one of two attached by soldered silver links to an 
alleged seventeenth century Indian silver arm band. The coins and band we'*' 
examined by me in 1961. My July 3, 1961 opinion was that the coins were 
false. The coin subolttad was not detached then, but is now. The coin 
weighs 25^ grains which is too much in excess of the 18 grains which it 
should weigh without a hole. The hole is too round and shows no wear tfiere 
it was hung on the arm band. The hole is in the identical place as the 
hole in the pierced Yale specimen. The planchet is too round for such pieces. 
The form of the NE and III is unknown on a genuine piece. The piece is false. 
The mate to it also is false. 

(1785) Bar Cent Wt. 5.4218 grains. Sp. gr. 9.0. The left side stroke of 
the A is not raised where it crosses the S as is true on choice examples. 

It is on the same level as on Bolen copies, but this is not a Bolen copy. 

The coin has a proper die break on the reverse. The left stroke of the A 
where it crosses could have become flat due to die wear or circulation. The 
weight, color, texture, edge and specific gravity are normal. Bolen probably 
copied a piece in this condition or he would have cut the A over the S.

Dear Eric: 

This letter is a report on the two coins you placed in my hands for technical 
examination: 1) 1792 silver-center cent; 2) 1795 half cent. I have examined both 
pieces under a microscope, carried out a specific gravity determination, had x- 
radiographs taken, and examined the elemental composition of the coin surfaces with 
an electron microprobe attachment on a scanning electron microscope. The x-ray 
photographs were taken by Mr. Paul Sinn, Administrator, St. Louis Testing Labora- 
tories, Inc. (I was present to handle the coins). The electron microprobe analysis 
was carried out with the assistance of Dr. David Zimmerman, Director of the Wash- 
ington University Center for Archaeometry, in the Laboratory for Space Physics, Wash- 
ing University. I thank both these gentlemen for their assistance, and hope that 
the Director of ANACS will write Mr. Sinn directly to thank him: St. Louis Testing 

Laboratories, Inc. 2810 Clark Avenue, St. Louis, MO 63103. 

1. 1792 silver-center cent 

The specific gravity of this piece is 10.18 ± 0.02. This corresponds to a com- 
position of 83% silver, 17% copper, but the presence of copper and gold on the sur- 
face makes this composition figure unreliable. The electron microprobe analysis 
samples a layer only about one micron (4 x 10 -5 inchs) thick. The concentration of 
copper in this surface layer varies over a tenfold range, being greatest in the 
regions which have the appearance of copper (e.g. below STATES on rev.) and lowest 
at the "silver center." Surprisingly, there is a rather large concentration (i’0-50%) 
of gold in this surface layer. Since this much gold would raise the density of the 
coin above 11, it is clear that we are dealing with a surface plating. It appears 
then that the surface is of high silver content (consistent with the specific 
gravity) thinly plated with gold and copper. In the three spots scanned (on the 
center, below the center 1 and below STATES, all on the rev, gold concentration 
increased with increasing copper concentration ). The electron microprobe revealed 
that the composition is very similar within and just below the "silver center" on 
the reverse. 

The x-radiographs indicated the coin to have an opacity to x— rays character- 
istic of a metal much higher in atomic number than copper. The x-ray opacity is 
fairly uniform over the surface of the coin, revealing no voids or core

within the coin. The most significant information from the radiographs is that the 
"silver center" is in fact not a separate plug but is continuous with the rest of 
the coin. The partial outline of the plug which shows up on the radiographs is merely 
an incised outline. A Polaroid photograph of a radiograph taken at a 15° tilt from 
the vertical is enclosed. 

Venturing out of the analytical sphere, it should be pointed out that there are 
indications, visible under an optical microscope, of what is either a seam or a lip 
on both faces of the coin just within the edge above the denticles. On the obverse 
this shows up most clearly above the colon between INDUST and LIBERTY, on the reverse 
above the U of UNITED and ICA of AMERICA. 

The composition and plating of this coin and the simulated plug make it obviously 
something other than an original silver-center cent. My guess is that it is an 
electrotype. 

2. 1795 half cent 

Under an optical microscope there are many pits. The specific gravity is 8.89 ± 
0.01 which compares favorably with literature values for pure copper of 8.92, 8.94 and 
8.89. The electron microprobe indicated that the copper is quite pure, no other ele- 
ment being definitely detected. The x-radiography did not display any inhomogenetics. 
A rather poor photograph of the radiograph is enclosed. 

I hope this information is useful to you.

Large 
raised irregular lump above and to the right of R in YOUR. Edge very 
unnatural and apparently plated. Cast forgery. 

1793 % cent. The border has been filed or ground off or was mis-shapen 

from 1 to 5 o’clock on the obverse. The edge lettering particularly the word DOLLAR 

has been artificially applied by a punch, not a castaing machine. Genuine but 
deliberately altered. 

1788 Chalmers shortworm. Holed. Genuine. 

1795 Liberty & Security %d. Plain edge. Small diameter as all with plain 
edge are. Genuine.

The tin peeled off and deteriorated. The coin was burled or in salt air 
so that some letters which were not oxidized were eaten away and appear 
incuse. This may be what is meant by being struck in pewter. Genuine. 


C2338 Pine Tree 3d. This is Fabrication K in Noe's Pine Tree Coinage (p.47, 
PI. VIII). False.

A6910 Continental Dollar 1-C. No edge ornamentation. Crude cast forgery 
False. 


B6909 Continental Dollar E.G. Fecit. Casting port and defects at Connect 
and R. Island. Split on edge next to CONTINENTAL. False. 


C1622 Continental Currency 1-C. Gas holes from casting on both faces. Defect 
in N in CURRENCY is from casting, not through abuse. False. 


A6626 St. Patrick's Farthing. Brass plug. Scratched on crown. Portion of 
planchet beyond beading. Genuine. 


B6892 Rhode Island 1778 Shop Token. Weak letters. Wreath is present. Cast 
forgery. False. 


B6973 Pitt Token. This seems to be copper which has been tin plated long ago. 


A5988 Pine Tree 12d Noe 30. Unevenly struck. Full weight. Specific gravity 
10.3. Genuine. 


A7037 Washington double head. 132% grains, 8.8 Sp. gr. Genuine. 


B7026 30 denier of France. Double struck on both sides. 1711 Metz. Copper 

plated over billon. Genuine. 


B7025 30 denier of France. The billon has lost its plating of copper by 

chemical action. 1711 Lyon. Genuine, but abused.

E-020QA - Mass. Oak Tree Shilling Noe 10. Nice condition for piece. 

Genuine. 

E-0528A - 1855 $10 US trial in copper - Many pit marks from rusty die, 

but striking is weak and surface too rough. This is a cast. 

False.
